I n t o Characteristics of t h e In- 
mates of t h e Prison North. 


The annual report of the directors of 
the prison north is just off the press and 
Hon. Henry Monning has received 
number. Its statistics are of interest. 
For instance, at the end of the fiscal 
year 1860 there were but 147 inmates, 
while 
now 
there 
are 
over 
700. 
Marion county has 226 representatives 
and Allen county comes next with 
60. Wells has 5, Whitley 6, Steuben 3, 
DeEalb 10, Lagrange and Noble 6 each, 
Adams 4 and Huntington just one pris- 
oner. 


Of the pursuits followed before con- 
viction, 239 were common laborers; 139 
were farmers; 38 railroad men; 15 bar- 
bers; 17 shoemakers; 20 painters; 2 
school teachers; 5 printers; 2 lawyers, 1 
physician, while there is but 1 journal- 
ist. 


Of the total number in prison in 1885, 
242 were natives of Indiana; 108 of Ohio; 
38 of Pennsylvania; 57 of New York; 22 
of Illinois; 42 of Kentucky, and 19 of 
Massachusetts. Of foreigners 20 were 
from Germany; 16 from Ireland; 16 from 
England; 10 from Canada; 
6 from 
Switzerland; 4 from France; 2 from 
Scotland, and 1 each from Sweden, Bra- 
zil and Norway. 


At the time of conviction 80 were be- 
tween the ages of 15 and 20; 244 be- 
tween 20 and 25; 162 between 25 and 30; 
56 between 85 and 40; 33 between 40 and 
and 45; 18 between 45 and 50; 22 be- 
tween 50 and 55; 6 between 55 anb 60; 8 
between 60 and 65, and 3 over 70 years 
old when sentenced. 


The number who can read and write is 
590; who 'can read only, 24; who can 
neither read nor write, 89. 


Of their habits, 572 were intemperate 
when sentenced, and 131 claimed to b€ 
total abstainers. 


The number of single prisoners was 
493 and married 210.

The Question of Indiana's Lieu- 
t e n a n t Governorship. 


Indianapolis, Aug. 5—Speculation on 
the lieutenant governorship and the po- 
sition of Green Smith in relation to it 
since General Manson's vacation of the 
oflSce, recalls a similar caee that occurred 
in this state over fifty years ago, as told 
by William Wesley Woollen in his "His- 
torical Sketches." 
In January, 182^ 
Ratliff Boon, then lieutenant governor, 
resigned his oflSce, and on the same day 
James Brown Ray was elected president 
pro tem, of the senate, and the senate in- 
formed the governor of the election. 
When the senate met in January of 1825, 
on motion, Ray took the chair agaiu as 
president. 
A debate 
ensued as to 
whether Ray's previous election contin- 
ued him as president, and it was decided 
that it did not. 
Ray thereupon called 
General Stapp to the chair and took his 
place on the floor; and an election was 
held, resulting in the choice of Ray 
again for the place. 
Governor William' 
Hendricks was immediately thereaf^^ 
elected to the United States senate and 
resigned on the 12th of the next r^onth, 
(February,) and Ray left the j iesiding 
officer's seat and at occe entf ^'^d on the 
discharge of the duties of t''ie chief ex- 
ecutive office, as acting governor. 
The 
precedent seems to be Quite clear as to 
how Manson's place is to be filled; and 
it is not doubted thpit the present gov- 
ernor would not object to seeing his- 
tory repeat itself 'olear.through, as in thti 
case cited, to tl-ie conclusion of electing 
the governor to the senate.

The hunting hora5i of Great Britain 
are saddle horses in 3very sense of the 
word, and may be as readily trained to 
fancy paces as any other. 
Their chief 
quality of excellency however, lies in 
their elegance, spe^, áíid stoutoess— 
the ability to carry freight fast and for 
iQBg distances. 
Th^ l^ntueky saddle | 
horse coinés nearer^'^hé EnjgHsh idea of 
a hunter than any <1 her in the counti7;4 
The increase of wealth in cities tends 
year by year to make the demand for 
really fine saddle I.orsea greater and 
greater. 
In relation to the manner of 
breeding, an English journal gives, on 
the authority of Wül^am H. Pratt, one 
of the most successful breedere of light 
horses in Ireland, distinct rules for the 
breeding of hunters anÄ saddle horses." 
Having determined just what you in- 
tend to breed, it is held that this must 
never be lost sight of, ¡and for the best 
results the mare should lie 4 years old" 
before being bred. 
In other words, 
procure a young mother "that has arrived 
at maturity and is healthy, roomy, 
round, well-shaped, large-sized, with 
good temper and good action, aäid re- 
member the better bred the mare is, if 
possessing these qualititis, thjS more 
valuable she will be. 
This »accom- 
plished, the general rules of guidance 
are given as follows: 


The dam, as a general riile, has a 
more direct influence on her offsi)ring 
as regards health and sr/.e than the sire 
has. 
The offspring bred from greatly 
dissimilar parents in either size or 
character should never be used for 
breeding purposes; their otVs])ring will 
certainly ju-ove to i)e mongrels of non- 
descript character. 
That the parents 
should be as similar as possibleis anilo 
the neglect of which has led to more 
disappointments than almost any other 
rule I know of. A jnire thoroughbred 
sire that has got good ones shoiild bo 
selected, and I do not think that a 
really good weight-carrving hunter will 
ever be bred from anything l>ut a thor- 
oughbred horse. 
The sire has more 
dir(>ct influence on tho bonos, heart, 
tendons, and nerves of the foal than 
^he mare.

bun, a Japanese'newspaper, is tlius de- 
scribed: The feature of the 'Shmbwn 
was its type case—for there was only 
one of body type.

•what a case! Suppose wo measure it.
